father of the immortal Gulliver,

There have been many reforms 
since the days of “Bleak House” 
and “Gulliver's Travels”; but there 
are Gridleys and Gullivers among 
us even to-day. :

U.S. SENATE TO REVISE 
SECURITIES LAW 


Now York, June 30. 
Tho Washington correspondent of 
tho New York Times Joarns that an 
important amondment of tho Bank- 
ing Act, which becamo law earlier 
this yenr, haa been adopted by tho 

Sonate Hanieing 
Tha Committee has just completed 

its work of revising the now Bill. 


The amendment will permit banks 
to underwrite new jasucs of 
eocurities, and will exempt them from 
civil linbilities imposed upon under- 
aelters under the Securities Act of 


The amendment, which has been 


urged: by bankers for some time as 


& means of reopening capital on the 
market, will zo a long way towards 
restoring to deposit banks, including 
J. P. Morgan & Co, their share of 
the sccuritica business taken away by 
the Banking Act of 1933, 


The Intter Act made it unlawful for 
any bank or similar organisation to 
receive deposits and at the same time 
engage in the businosa of issuing, 
aclling or underwriting securitics. 


The great financial house of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., na a result of tho 1933 
Bill, gave up their sccurity buniness, 
becoming a deposit bank onty, 

The Sceurities Act of 1933 provided 
that underwriters as weil as issuers 
and merchandisers'of securities might 
be sued by the purchasers if the re- 
gistration of the statement of issuc 
contained any untrue statement or if 
any materinl fact was omitted. 

The new timendment, while pro- 
viding that ordinary deposit banks 
may underwrite new issues of securi- 
ties, both stocks and bonds, docs not 
permit the hanks ta sell securities, 
cither wholesale or retail.—-Reuter,
